Yellow fever at Pimienta — Sanitary measures taken. 

Consul Johnson reports, May 24, as follows: 

On May 23, 20 cases of yellow fever were reported in the town of 
Pimienta. The town is small, and can readily be made sanitary. 
Active steps are already being taken. 

In the town of Choloma there has been no case for 10 days. Sani- 
tation proceeds favorably. 

INDIA. 

Report from Calcutta — Cholera, plague, and smallpox. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, May 21, as follows: 

Week ended May 19, 1906, no transactions. 

During the week ended May 12, 1906, there were 42 deaths from 
cholera, 92 from plague, and 57 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal during the same week there were 454 cases and 422 deaths 
from plague.
